UNDER THIS HYPOTHESIS OAS ENDORSEMENT WOULD HELP WITH CIVIC AND |

3. IF HEAVY FIGHTING TAKES PLACE, BETWEEN AMERICANS AND

4. FORCEABLE AND SUCCESSFUL EXECUTION OF PLAN, PARTICULARLY

Se IN SUMMARY POLITICAL AND PUBLIC REACTION TO EXECUTION OF 
CONTINGENCY PLAN WOULD VARY WIDELY WITH CIRCUMSTANCES UNDER WHICH 
IT WAS AUTHORIZED AND DEGREE OF RESISTANCE ENCOUNTERED. 
THERE ARE TOO MANY UNKNOWNS TO MAKE VERY MEANINGFUL PREDICTIONS 
AT THIS TIME. 
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
